Q—I have taken a sleeping 


pill two or three times a week 
for the past year. When I 
read that sleeping pills are 
habit-forming, it worried me. 
How can you get relief after 
not sleeping for two nights in 
a row? 


A—Ail sleeping pills are 


not habit-forming. Those that 
contain barbiturates are, but 
they can be purchased only on 
a doctor's prescription. Some 
people worry so much about 
their i n s o m n i a they can't 
sleep. In essence the ability to 
fall asleep readily depends on 
the ability to relax 
com- 


pletely. For many persons 
this is very difficult but with 
practice and the proper ap- 
proach it can be accomplished. 
The 
technique is well-de- 


scribed in "You Can Learn to 
Relax", a book by S. W.

Q—We keep our bedroom 


cold, but sleep under an 
electric blanket. Some friends 
say this is not good for us. 
We have done this for 10 
years without any ill effects 
that we know of. What do 
you think? 


A—You have learned from 


your o w n experience that 
what you are doing is not 
harmful. The key to the situa- 
tion is a good rheostat that 
will allow you to adjust the 
temperature of the blanket 
to your individual need. 


Q—How low must one's 


blood pressure be to cause 
concern? What would cause 
the blood pressure to be too 
low? What can be done to 


raise it? 


A — A l t h o u g h an upper 


reading (systolic) below 100 is 
considered abnormally low, 
this does not in itself indicate 
poor health. In shock, the 
blood pressure falls below 95. 
This is considered alarming 
but it is a late sign of shock, 
the c o n d i t i o n is best 
diagnosed by other means. 


Abnormally low blood pres- 


sure is seen in Addison's 
disease (adrenal deficiency), 
nervous vomiting, advanced 
tuberculosis, ulcerative colitis 
and other chronic debilitating 
d i s e a s e s . There are drugs 
that will raise the blood pres- 
sure of persons who are in 
shock, which is an emergency

When a defender counts a 


hand he should count distri- 
bution, tricks and points. A 
judicious use of these three 
counts will often enable him 
to find the killing defense. Of 
course, if he miscounts it may 
turn out that he has killed his 
partner. You can't win every 
time.

Thant cut short his peace mis* 
slon to Egypt today and flew 
home to report to the U.N, Se- 
curity Council on his talks with 
President Gamal Abdel Nas- 
ser on the Middle East crisis.

completed," he said. "I do not 
Intend to make any statement 
on my talks here until I return 
to the Security Council In New 
York." 


Aides said he planned to re- 


port to the council Saturday or 
Sunday.

Nasser Is reported to have 


assured Thant of his willing- 
ness to cooperate with the Unit- 
ed Nations, but at the same 
time stressed his determination 
to keep Egyptian forces in Gaza 
and in Sinai and to maintain 
what he calls Egypt's legal 
rights to bar the Gulf of Acaba 
to Israeli shipping. 
Egyptian President Gamal Ab- 
del Nasser was reported sym- 
pathetic today to U.N. Secre- 
tary-General U Thant's peace 
proposals, Including revival of 
the Egyptian-Israeli Armistice 
Commission to put a brake on 
the mounting crisis in the Mid- 
dle East.

By this time he had 
irritated the Elsenhower admin- 
istration so much that the prom- 
ised help to him was canceled. 


Not long afterwards he seized 


the Suez Canal. This Irritated 
the British, French and Israelis 
so much they Invaded Egypt. 
Nasser's army, hardly more 
than a Coxey's army, was no 
match for the Invaders. 


If It had kept up, Nasser was 


finished. But the United Nations 
intervened— backed 
for 
a 
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change by the United States and 
the Soviet Union together—and 
demanded the invaders clear 
out. They did. 


Nasser has been running the 


canal ever since and, to practi- 
cally everyone's surprise, suc- 
cessfully. But Egypt under Nas- 
ser Is a long way from the 
Promised Land. He has had to 
get help from many directions.; 


Meanwhile, he has. lost caste, 


among the other leaders of the 
Arab world. If he could get into 
another rumpus with Israel, and 
somehow come out of it intact, 
he figured to regain some of his 
lost prestige. 


At least this is one of the 


guesses for his 
belligerence 


now. But it's no more than a 
guess since he may not have 
done any more planning than 
with Farouk. 


If he had just rattled a saber, 
rolled a drum, and mobilized as 


if going to war with Israel, that 
would have been one thing. But 
he demanded that the United 
Nations' 
peacekeeping 
force, 


located on the Israeli-E gyptian 
border, be withdrawn. 


It was. But this got the United 


Nations into the mess and its 
Security Council .met Wednes- 
day. The result of this first 
meeting was zero, which is not 
unusual. 
The United Nations 


fiddled around a bit, too, at the 
time of the Suez Crisis. 


But, since the Soviet Union 


has backed him so far, it raises 
some questions.

And since the establishment 


of Israel in 1948, the United 
States has aimed at preserving 
Israel's existence and maintain" 
ing peace between it and its 
Arab neighbors. 


In the present Israeli-Arab 


crisis, State Department offi- 
cials consider two policy docu* 
ments issued in the 1950s to be 
of fundamental importance. 


Principles 
of the so-called 


tripartite declaration with Brit- 
ain and France issued in 1950 
have been reaffirmed by the 
State 
Department within the 


past week. 


Its major provisions discuss- 


ing the Middle East say: "The 
three 
governments take this 


opportunity of declaring their 
deep interest in and their desire 
to promote the establishment 
and maintenance of peace and 
stability in the area and their 
unalterable opposition to the use 
of force or threat of force be- 
tween any of the states in that 
area. 


"The 
three 
governments, 


should they find that any of 
these states was preparing to 
violate frontiers or armistice 
lines, would, consistently with 
their obligations as members of 
the United Nations, immediate- 
ly take action, both within and 
outside the United Nations, to 
prevent such violations." 


The other document cited cur- 


rently was a memorandum giv- 
en to Israeli Ambassador Abba 
Eban by Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles on Feb. 11, 1957. 
Earlier the United States had 
acted with other U.N. nations to 
stop an attack by Israel, Britain 
and France on Egypt following 
its seizure of the Suez Canal. 


Israel sought support for its 


use of the Gulf of Aqaba for 
shipping access to its southern 
port, 
Elath. Egypt now has 


challenged that access by de- 
claring the gulf entrance closed 
to Israeli and some other ship- 
ping.

U Thant, not one of the strong 


men In that job, Is a gentle Bur* 
mese whose prompt obedience 
to 
the 
demand 
of Egyptian 


President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
has Intensified the crisis and 
was the reason for Johnson's 
attack. 


The two former secretaries— 


general - 
Trygve Lie of Nor- 


way and Dag Hammarskjold of 
Sweden 
— 
operated 
from 


strength, but U Thant, who suc- 
ceeded the Swede In 1961, seems 
to rely mostly on indignation. 


He has repeatedly been indig- 


nant, for instance, at the Ameri- 
can role in Vietnam and he ap- 
parently had such a distaste for 
the mlxed-up condition of the 
nations that when his term end- 
ed last year he wanted to retire. 


But the U.N. members, In- 


eluding this country and the So- 
viet Union, voted to reappolnt 
him. This was done probably 
more to keep peace In the Unit- 
ed Nations than to keep U 
Thant. He was about the only 
one the United States and Mos- 
cow could agree on. 


Ever since the Israeli-Egyp- 


tian war of 1956, brief though it 
was, the United Nations has had 
a peacekeeping force on the 
Egyptian side of the Israeli- 
Egyptian 
frontier. 
Israel 


wouldn't permit the U.N. troops 
Inside its territory. 


Nasser let them patrol the 


border - about 3,400 men from 
eight nations— so long and Is- 
raeli-Egyptian 
relations were 


fairly quiet. But when both sides 
began to mobilize for war Nas- 
ser demanded they be removed. 


And U Thant quickly removed 


them. He did this on his own 
without approval by the U.N. 
General Assembly or the Secu- 
rity Council. The crisis got 
worse, 
even though U Thant 


flew to Egypt Tuesday to try to 
calm down Nasser. 


Jonnson 
didn't 
mention U 


Thant by name Tuesday night 
when he read a statement on 


the Middle East to wnite House 
newsmen. But he didft't have to 
when he said: "We are dis« 
mayed at the hurried withdraw* 
al of the United Nations Emer- 
gency Force ffom Gaza and Sl« 
nal after more than 10 years of 
steadfast and effective service 
in keeping 
the peace, without 


action by either the General 
Assembly 
or 
the 
Security 


Council. 


"We continue to regard the 


presence of the United Nations 
In the area as a matter of fun« 
damental importance and shall 
support Us continuance with all 
possible vigor." 


U Thant was also criticized In 


Congress for the obvious rea» 
son: What's the sense of a 
peacekeeping force if It disap- 
pears as soon as the peace Is 
disturbed? 


As Congress pressed for U.N. 


Intervention 
to prevent war, 


while U Thant was in Egypt, the 
Security Council was called Into 
session today. 


The maneuvering so far has 


been too fuzzy to learn the real 
motivations but Nasser, even if 
It all turns out to be a phony 
front on his part to gain prestige 
among the Arabs, could hardly 
have picked a better time for 
him. 


The United States, with Its 


hands full trying to fight the 
war In Vietnam and opinion on 
that divided at home, Is not In a 
position to plunge forcefully into 
a Middle East dispute except as 
a last resort. 


Further - and It's not clear 


yet whether this was by prear- 
range ment — Nasser quickly 
got the support of the Soviet 
Union. This whole thing may be 
a little trickier than It looks. 


It would suit the Soviets fine If 


the United States, fearing it 
might get into two conflicts at 
the 
same 
time, 
suddenly 


decided to make concessions to 
North Vietnam to get peace 
there, at least. 


Johnson hasn't flatly backed 


Israel but he was critical of 
Egypt for Its reported closing of 
the Gulf of Aqaba, Isarel's only 
outlet on the Red Sea. Nass- 
er has long refused to let Israel 
use the Suez Canal. 


Meanwhile Johnson and Con- 


gress, which has been divided 
on Vietnam, both solidly call for 
U.N. Intervention to prevent an 
Israeli-Egyptian war.

Police guarding 
the embassy barred the way 
and

demonstrators

shouting in the street and at

while others 


burned a mockup of a U.S. 
fighter plane. 


100 Missing in 
Burma Storms 


RANGOON (AP) - At least 


100 persons are dead or missing 
following cyclonic storms that 
swept Burma last week. Proper- 
ty damage has topped $10 mil- 
lion, and on the southwest coast 
800 villages were destroyed and 
more than 100,000 persons left 
homeless. 


Storms from the Indian Ocean 


with winds reaching 100 miles 
per hour battered Rangoon, the 
ancient 
capital of Mandalay, 


and the delta regions. 


Hardest hit Was Kyaukpyu, a 


big trading center In the delta. 
Of 4,000 buildings In the delta 
town, only 20 were Intact after 
the storm.
